Dr. Lewis Sperry Chafer, presi- 
dent of the Dallas Theological 
Seminary, is not a bad man, but he 
has written a bad book. Moody 
Bible Institute is a good Christian 
school, a school founded by an 
evangelist and for evangelism, is 
still, certainly, for evangelism. 
But it has published a book which 
attacks mass evangelism,— calls 
evangelists themselves a “false 
force in evangelism,” says the 
public invitation is wrong, that 
evangelists only use it so they can 
make more show and get more 
money. 


Good Men Can Hardly 
Believe This 

Good..Christian- people are slow 
to believe anything bad about a 
Christian leader who has been 
highly revered, or about a book he 
has written. That is proper and 
right. Friends should be trusted. 
The Bible commands, “Against an 
elder receive not an accusation, but 
before- two or three witnesses’ (I 
Tim. 5519).. So even when they 
read Dr.. Chafer’s book, good men 
made excuses such as the follow- 
ing: 

1. “Dr. Chafer surely did not 
mean exactly what he said.” For 
example, Dr. H. A. Ironside, in 
commenting on the book to me, 
said that “if Dr. Chafer is talking 
about the table, he talks as if there 
is not a chair in the room.” He 
said he thought Dr. Chafer had 
simply stated one side of his con- 
victions and that he was really 


not against mass evangelism. He 
thought Dr. Chafer was only 
against bad evangelists, but 


thought he was for such men as 
Dr. R. A. Torrey, Dr. J. Wilbur 
Chapman, and good evangelists 
today. He thought Dr. Chafer was 


not against any public invitation 
to accept Christ, but just against 
that 
walking forward or some other 


leading people to believe 


physical act would save them. He 


could not believe that Dr. Chafer 
fully meant what he said in the 
book. 


2. People felt that if Dr. 
Chafer’s book had been bad, it 
would never have been published 
by The Sunday School Times and 
then by Moody Press. They did 
not know what I have since learn- 
ed, that it slipped into publication 
by The Sunday School Times with- 
out a single reading by those in 
authority. Perhaps it was repub- 
lished by Moody Institute the same 
way. 

3. People say, “If Dr. Chafer’s 
book was against al] mass evange- 
lism, against revivals, against giv- 
ing a public invitation, why did 
not Christian leaders. protest 
against the book long ago?” They 
did not know that Dr. P. W. Phil- 
pott protested earnestly twenty- 
five years ago, as he writes me 
that he did; that Evangelist Paul 
Miller protested twenty years ago, 
and the book was barred from a 
leading Bible’ institute; that 
Evangelist Henry Stough, a class- 
mate of Dr. Chafer’s, led a vigor- 
ous fight against the book when 
it first appeared; that Dr. John 
Brown and Dr. W. B. Riley, who 
had not read the book, yet pro- 
tested against Dr. Chafer’s fight 
On evangelism years ago. They 
do not know that most Christian 
leaders, including Dr. Bob Jones, 
Dr. W. B. Riley, etc., had never 
even’ read the book until I called it

they had a letter from Dr. Chafer January 26, 1945, in which he had 
told them it was the evangelism of Dr. Torrey and Dr. Chapman, 


among others, which he opposed. 


Note -the title of the book carefully. 


It is TRUE EVANGELISM 


or WINNING SOULS BY PRAYER. The theme of the book is that 
there is a true evangelism and a false evangelism: The true evange- 
lism is winning souls by prayer, while the false evangelism is winning 


souls by revivals led by evangelists. 


In the introduction to the first edition, page iii, Dr. Chafer says

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your personal liberty ends where 
my nose begins!” 

You have a perfect right to walk 
down the street of any city and 
swing your arm if there is no nose 
to hit, but you have no right to 
do anything on this earth that 
might hurt anybody. Let’s get 
that clear. Somebody may say, 
“Why, don’t I have a right to take 
a drink of liquor?’’ Not while you 
are running a streetcar down the 
street in Chicago.

She was 
a white woman, old and gray, and 
I wondered if there was any con- 
nection between her and that home. 
I just wondered; I did not know 
whether there was or not. It oc- 
curred to me that she might have 
a husband who drank at that 
man’s bar. It occurred to me that 
she might have a son who could 
support her if that man did not 
run a saloon in town. So as I 
watched that woman, I took a 
pencil out of my pocket, and took

“Mr. Saloonkeeper, you built 
that home out of human hearts 
and used life blood for mortar. 
The plaster on your walls was 
made from the linings of human 
stomachs: In your shop of hell 
you hardened human brain out of 
which to make tile for your bath- 
room. The carpet on your floor is 
the lining clipped from the coffins 
of the dead and woven into frabics 
of blood.

Gods Sin Offering 
for Man 


Isaiah 53

This is a message of the sacrifi- 
cial Christ. Our Bible, God’s pre- 
cious Word, was written by man, 
inspired of God. When man wrote 
this Book it was not divided as we 
have it today but as books. Man, 
in order to make it easier for us, 
divided it into chapters. There is 
a slight error in the division of 
chapters in this precious portion. 
The fifty-second chapter should 
close with the twelfth verse. The 
fifty-third chapter should begin 
with the thirteenth verse of the 
previous chapter. 

This portion, therefore, should 
be divided into three different por- 
tions. First, we find it records the 
human life of Christ. Next, we 
have recorded the record of His 
death. The last two verses bring 
us the glorious resurrection of the 
Lord. What a wonderful picture! 

His Marvelous Works 

Let us go to verse 13 of the fif- 
ty-second chapter to get our set- 
ting. The first words, “Behold, my 
servant shall deal prudently,”— 
He shall be wise in His dealings: 
“He shall be exalted and extolled, 
and be very high.” Yes, He shall 
be exalted. The Lord Jesus Christ 
was exalted. We find Him at the 


age of twelve standing in the tem- 
ple talking to the doctors of the 
day. He was exalted by the peo- 
ple as a man performing great 
miracles. He was exalted not only 


by common folk but by kings and

to their attention. 

4. People say that “the book was 
written when Dr. Chafer was a 
young man; that doubtless if he 
were to write it over today, he 
would change it and take out the 
offensive parts, the parts that have 
been misunderstood.” But we have 
not misunderstood Dr. Chafer's 
book. He has recently published 
in Bibliotheca Sacra a restatement 
of his views, and he wrote me per- 
sonally December 12, 1946, that if 
he had the book to do over, he 
would make it even more drastic 
and severe than before. 


I say, for these and similar rea- 
sons Christian people were loath 
to believe that Dr. Chafer’s book 
was an outright attack on mass 
evangelism, upon revivals, upon 
the class of men in the ministry 
called evangelists, on the public 
invitation to accept Christ, and on 
straight preaching against sin by 
evangelists. Nevertheless, this is 
true. And now we have repeated 
assurance from Dr. Chafer that 
we have not misunderstood his 
book, that it was written against 
the evangelism of Dr. R. 4. Torrey 
and J. Wilbur Chapman (whom he 
specifically names in his letter) 
and all the evangelists who use 
similar methods. 

I feel certain that Moody Bible 
Institute authorities still do not 
believe that Dr. Chafer would at- 
tack mass evangelism, repudiate 
revivals, say that the whole class 
of men called evangelists today are 
“a false force in evangelism” and 
would oppose the giving of a public 
invitation to accept and confess 
Christ. It is true that they should 
have checked the book more care- 
fully before they printed it. It is 
true that with all the kindly en- 
treaty we evangelists have used, 
they should have taken it to heart, 
and responsible leaders should 
have checked up on the harm in 
the book instead of leaving it to 
subordinates who would not have 
the training, thé matured judg- 
ment and discernment, nor the in- 
dependence of mind to judge the 
book. It igs true that Moody is 
still accountable for publishing a 
bad book and continuing to publish 
it. But 1 am thoroughly convinced 
that administration leaders do not 
know how bad the book is, They 
have not believed what good 
evangelists tel] them about the 
book ang have not checked up on 
it for themselves. Dr. H. A. Iron- 
side of Moody Church does not 
think that any man who is such 
a good friend of his as Dr. Chafer 
is, would write against mass 
evangelish and revivals, 


Overwhelming Proof for 
Honest Hearts 
Therefore, I plan to give over- 
whelming proof concerning the 
true significance of Dr. Chafer’s 
book, TRUE EVANGELISM, 


First, I will show that the best” 


evangelistic leadership in America 
regards the book just as I do—an 
attack on mass evangelism and 
evangelists. After receiving the 
counsel and permission of many 
Christian leaders, I will give their 
names in humble petition to Moody 
Institute that they discontinue 
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publication of Dr. Chafer’s book, 
TRUE EVANGELISM. 

Second, I will prove from Dr. 
Chafer’s recent letters to me .and 
Moody Bible Institute that I have 
correctly interpreted his book. 
Third, in another article in this 
paper, I will take actual photo- 
graphs of portions of the book, 
showing plain statements that can 
not well be twisted or misunder- 
stood. 

Meantime, let it be remembered, 
I am not attacking Dr. Chafer, the 
good man; I am simply defending 
evangelism against his bad book. 
I am not attacking the Dallas 
Theological Seminary, that good 
school: I am simply trying to keep 
the students from being made into 
enemies of revival. I am not at- 
tacking Moody Bible Institute, 
that blessed school that D. L 
Moody founded. I am continuing 
to support Moody Bible Institute. 
I am now maintaining a fine 
native colored young man from 
British Guiana in South America 
in Moody Bible Institute. We as- 
sumed responsibility for his sup- 
port in America, paid the fare for 
his long journey, and are now 
helping him pay his regular bills 
in Moody Bible Institute. I am 
now writing to Korea, offering to 
help bring four students to Moody 
Bible Institute. ~ Moody Institute 
is the greatest Bible Institute in 
the world. I believe when the 
smoke has cleared away a bit, the 
leaders there will see the harm in 
Dr. Chafer’s book and discontinue 
this attack on evangelism. Mean- 
while, 1 am standing by as a faith- 
ful friend. And let us remember 
that the Scripture says, “Faithful 
are the wounds of a friend’’ (Prov. 
27:6). All I do Il am doing for the 
good of Moody Bible Institute and 
for the good of evangelism. 

So here we give the-facts that 

will convince honest, inquiring, 
open hearts. 
How the Book, TRUE EVAN- 
GELISM, Slipped Into Publi- 
cation Without Careful 
Check-Up 
It is remarkable that Dr. 
Chafer’s book could reach the place 
of endorsement and publication by 
Moody Bible Institute. The presi- 
dent of another Bible institute 
asked me, “How can Moody Bible 
Institute publish a book so con- 
trary to the principles on which 
the Institute was founded?” The 
answer is that it slipped in with- 
out recognition, as error usually 
does. 

First, the book had a foreword 
to the first edition by Mr. Henry 
Varley, the famous English 
evangelist. Would not that guar- 
antee that the book was all right? 
No! The pages reached the aged 
saint when he was in his last 
sickness and when his mind was 
not clear, and the foreword was 
Written two days before he died! 
That foreword by Varley rejoices 
that Dr. Chafer’s book does not 
endorse modernism, that Dr. 
Chafer still believed in salvation 
by the blood! Well and good. And 
then Mr. Varley says, “With the 
structure and the furtherance of 
your theme, as indicated by the 
titles of the successive chapters, I 
am in hearty agreement.” Mr. 
Varley, just before he died, check- 
ed up to see if Dr. Chafer believed 
in the fundamentls of the faith 
and was pleased that he did. Then 
Varley, the old, old saint, “in much 
physical pain and weakness,” as he 
himself says in the introduction, 
looked over ‘“‘the titles of the suc- 
cessive chapters,” decideq he was 
in hearty agreement with. the 
structure of the book as indicated 
by the chapter titles, and without 
reading the rest of it, wrote the 
brief words to encourage the 
younger brother, Dr. Chafer. Two 
days later he died, before the book 
was ever published and without 
having read it completely, his own 
words being witness. Yet doubt- 
less many were deceived, thinking 
that if the evangelist, Henry Var- 
ley, could write a foreword, the 
book must be true to mass evange- 
lism. They were mistaken. 

The book did not go well. In 
fact, Dr. Chafer had had five books 
published by five different pub-

lishers, and all of them were about 
to Be discontinued, according to 


Wheaten College Conservatory of 
Music, who was then at the head 
of the book department for The 
Sunday School Times. As Dr. H. 
A. Ironside told three of us in his 
office, “The book was a dud!” Dr. 
Trumbull of The Sunday School 
Times felt it was a pity that the 
books of a struggling Bible teacher 
should go out of print, so he 
authorized Mr. Stam to collect 
them and republish them under 
the imprint of The Sunday School 
Times. Mr. Stam borrowed my 
copy of Dr. Chafer’s book recently 
and told me the story, saying that 
he had never read it before, did 
not read it when it was published, 
and naturally was surprised to find 
what it contained. 

The book naturally was receiv- 
ed more favorably after having 
the endorsement and publication 
by The Sunday School Times. And 
when The Sunday School Times 
dropped the books and Moody 
Bible Institute took them over, the 
authorities naturally did not study 
carefully nor see the significance 
of this attack on evangelism. 
Relatively few copies of the book 
were published through the years 
and principal leaders of America 
never read the book. So it got by; 
protests were laughed down. But 
now that the deadly influence of 
the book is seen, and it has colored 
the thinking of thousands of pas- 
tors, particularly the graduates of 
the Dallas Seminary and Moody 
students, it has become imperative 
that the attack of the book against 
evangelism be answered and its 
true significance be made known 
to the public. 


The Best Evangelistic Leader- 
ship in America Is Agreed on 
the Harm of the Book, TRUE 
EVANGELISM, by Dr. 
Chafer 

At Winona Lake, Indiana, July 
17, 1945, at the first annual Sword 
of the Lord Conference on Evange- 
lism, a large group of representa- 
Wve evangelists carefully consider- 
ed this matter and sent a brotherly 
ang earnest petition to Moody In- 
Stitute, pleading with them to dis- 
continue the publication and dis- 
tribution of this book which at- 
tacks the work of evangelism. 

I cal] Christian people every- 
where to witness how kindly; how 
humbly, how loyally the petition 
is worded. No honest and thinking 
man can call such a petition 
attack on Moody Bible Institute. 
Se Resolution to Brother Don Nor- 
man, director of Moody Press, 

and te the administration of 

Moody Bible Institute 
“Beloved Brethren: 
“Greetings in Jesus’ name! 

“We, a group of forty-seven 
evangelists gathered at Winona at 
The Swerd of the Lord Conference 
on Evangelism, at a banquet given 
for members of the International 
Association of Evangelists, re- 
spectfully present this petition and 
memorial to Moody Press and 
Moody Bible Institute. 

“I. We thank God for the blessed 
work’ done by Moody Bible Insti- 
tute and Moody Press, for your 
loyalty to the Word of God and 
your earnest effort in training 
Christian workers who believe the 
Bible and preach the gospel around 
the world to the salvation of 
multitudes of souls. We especially 
thank God for the contribution of 
Moody Institute and Moody Press 
toward the work of evangelism. 

“IT, We express our gratitude to 
God also for the much good work 
ione by Dr. Lewis Sperry Chafer, 
devoted servant of God, and we 
pray the blessing of God upon 
Dallas Theological Seminary of 
which he is the honored and 
greatiy-loved president. 

“IIT. However, we fee] that the 
book, TRUE EVANGELISM, is 
not true to the Scriptures in 
certain great essentials, is particu- 
larly harmful in discouraging the 
kind of evangelism believed in and 
practiced by D. L. Moody, R. A. 
Torrey, J. Wilbur Chapman, Billy 
Sunday, and Wm. Biederwolf, as 
well as that being done by the 
most earnest and faithful and suc- 
cessful evangelists now living. We 
believe that the book is particu- 
larly unscriptural and hurtful to 


an 


evangelism in the following mat-| 


ters: 

“1. It classes full time evange- 
lists as ‘false forces in evangelism,’ 
plainly says that there is no place 


$2.50 a yvear. $6.50 for three years 


Peter Stam, head of the 


evangelists like those of today; 
that a Scriptural evangelist should 
preach only in pioneer missionary 
areas where there are no churches. 
“2. It teaches that no evangelist 
should preach against sin, either 
in seeking to revive the saints, or 
in seeking to bring conviction and 
repentance to sinners. 

“3. It teaches that the public 
invitation to accept Christ, such 
invitations as were given by D. L. 
Moody himself, by R. A. Torrey 
and by the best of evangelists in 
all ages, for people to come to 
openly confess Christ as -Saviour, 
is ‘a false force in evangelism.’ 
The author makes no exception. 
To ask people to come forward to 
take the preacher’s hand, to ask 
people to come at once to the in- 
quiry room, there to be dealt with 
scripturally, or to ask people to 
kneel at an altar—these methods 


are condemned wholesale as un- 
scriptural, as implying false doc- 
trine, as being contrary to the 


doctrine of salvation by grace. 
The book says that the use of such 
public invitations to accept Christ 
and confess Christ as Saviour im- 
plies salvation by works. 

“4. The book teaches that it is 
wrong to do persona] work except 
when lost people request it. Such 
personal soul-winning as was 
taught and practiced by D. L. 
Moody, taught by Dr. R. A. Torrey, 
taught in the Correspondence 
Course on soul-winning in Moody 
Institute, and we understand, 
taught in Institute classes; and the 
kind of personal soul-winning 
which is taught and practiced by 
the leading evangelists today, 
unscriptural and harmful. 


is 
“S. The book takes up the accu- 
sations of the yngodly against 
evangelists, accusations which in 
the main are untrue and desperate- 
ly hurtful and gives them credence 
and authority by repeating them: 
The book intimates that all suc- 
cessful evangelists are interested 
primarily in money and therefore 
in numbers to be counted in order 
to get big offerings. The book 
repeats the slander that the con- 
verts of great revival campaigns 
are not genuine and do not last. 
In fact, the book is so critical of 
evangelism and evangelisjs, as all 
of us know it, that not one good 
word is said for any evangelist, 
living or dead. Not one word of 


: 


commendation is given to D. L. 
Moody, to R. A. Torrey, or to any 
other evangelist who ever -lived. 
Every word is critical. 

“6. The book, TRUE EVANGE- 
LISM, emphasizes soul-winning by 
prayer. All of us believe in prayer 
for soul-winning, prayer for re- 
vivals. But we believe that when 
prayer is mentioned as the only 
true force in gsoul-winning and 
evangelism, évangelistic preaching, 
the public invitation to confess 
Christ, personal soul-winning, etc, 
are plainly denounced as false force 
in evangelism, that makes the 
book, in our opinion, untrue to the 
Bible, desperately hurtful and 
inimica] to true evangelism and to 
soul-winning. 

“IV. We believe the book 
thoroughly misrepresents Moody 
Bible Institute. When this book is 
advertised in the first pages of the 
catalog of Moody Press, when this 
book is heralded as thoroughly 
Scriptural and with the full en- 
dorsement of Moody Bible Institute 
and Moody Press, that puts Moody 
Bible Institute in the position of 
attacking the work of D. L. Moody 
ang Dr. R. A. Torrey, the two 
great founders and builders of 
Moody Institute and the loved 
ideals of all true evangelists in 
America, We believe that the 
book, if continued, will do irre- 
parable harm to Moody Institute 
and Moody Press. We believe it 
will alienate evangelists and their 
converts and evangelistic pastors. 
We believe it will have a tendency 
to line up Moody Institute in the 
part against true evangelists and 
their work. That, we feel. would 
be an unspeakable tragedy which 
neither the Institute nor any of its 
fmends desire. 


“V. Therefore, after again ex- 
pressing our true friendship for 
Moody Bible Institute and Moody 
Press, we respectfully but earnest. 
ly petition that the book, TRUE 
EVANGELISM, by Dr. Chafer be 
dropped from publication at once

' Many Others Have Protested 


We have found that down 
through the years some of the 
best soul winners have protested 
against Dr. Chafer’s teaching, his 
attack On mass evangelism. Dr. 
Chafer wrote me under date of 
December’°12, 1946, saying that 
when his book came out, Dr, Hen- 
ry Stough of Wheaton opposed it 
(“was very caustic, claiming that 
Dr. Chafer was a hindrance to 
evangelism”) and Dr. Chafer says 
that there was a strong reaction 
against the book, 

Dr. P. W. Philpott, former pas- 
tor of Moody Church and the 
Church of the Open Door, himself 
a great evangelist signally blessed 
of God in great campaigns, now 
in his eighties, wrote me October 
16, 1946, saying, “I want you to 
know that I agree with you and 
the stand you have taken. I have 
had my convictions re: this man 
for many years. When his book 
came out about twenty-five years 
ago he was to have been a speak- 
er in my church in Hamilton, and 
I wrote then protesting, as yo 
are now doing. In his reply he led 
me to believe that wording of 
some of these strong (wrong) 
statements did not convey his 
thought and in a later edition 
would be corrected. But I have 
never looked at the later edition.” 

Dr. John Brown, evangelist and 
head of the John Brown Schools, 
wrote me how he had long ago 
protested against Dr. Chafer’s at- 
tack on evangelism. Among other 
things in a long letter, Dr. Brown 
told of two conferences, one put on 
by Dr. Brown in which Dr, Chafer 


spoke. “Dr. W. B. Riley walked 
out of one of these meetings 
where Dr. Chafer had practically 


condemned evangelism to say to 
me in a great deal of apparent 
agitation, ‘John Brown, that is the 
most un-Christian*and unethical 
thing I ever listened to. For a 
man to come on this Hill, to stand 
im a building built by evangelism, 
to condemn the thing out of which 
you have built this great work, 
is the most impossible thing that 
I can conceive of.’” 

Of the other conference, an in- 
tercollegiate conference for stu- 


dents held at John Brown Univer- 
sity, Dr. Brown says: “I was 
amazed to find that Dr. Chafer 
was the principal speaker. In his 
first address he killed the spirit 
as dead as a flounder. He argued 
that it was not the job of the 
student to seek out fellow stu- 
dents to be won to Christ, but 
they were simply to pray that 
those whom God ordained to be 
saved would come to them. When 
he got through with his first ad- 
dress, several of the evangelistic 
students told me they were leav- 
mg, that there was certainly 
sothmg there to inspire one to 
‘vangelism or personal work. 
\fter Dr. Chafer left, I delivered 
ome addresses on evangelism and 
orrected as far as I could the 
leadening effect of his messages 
iaving to do with winning people 
.o Christ.”

this unscriptural attack. 
Dr. Chafer Has Now Strongly 


Restated His Position Against 
Mass Evangelism 

Lest any one think that Dr. 
Chafer’s position is now differ- 
ent from that when he wrote the 
hurtful book, we give some facts 
here that people ought to know. 
In the official magazine of the 
Dallas Seminary, Bibliotheca 
Sacra, for the fall of 1944, Dr. 
Chafer had an editorial called 
“Salient Facts Regarding Evan- 
gelism.” Here are quotations 
from that editorial: 

“The efforts of a high-powered 
specialist to revive a dead church 
have no Biblical recognition.” 

And again: ‘““The very obvious 
desirability of soul-winning work 
and the evident importance of it 
has given opportunity for self- 
promoting men to turn this work 
of God into a racket -nd a graft.” 

The article reiterates Dr. Chaf- 
er’s position that evangelists 
should not preach against sin, 
should not use any kind of meth- 
ods. In fact, Dr. Chafer there 
says that “all methods and human 
pressure are uncalled for.” 

In a letter to me dated Decem- 
bern 12, 1946, Dr. Chafer rejects

evangelists. In- 
stead, he said that if the book 
were rewritten, “it would be more 
severe and mtte drastic in its 
statements.” Let no one think, 
then, that Dr. Chafer feels less 
like attacking evangelists than he 
did before. In fact, he refuses to 
have a conference even to discuss 
the matter. 


An enlightening letter was writ- 
ten by Dr. Chafer to Mr. Don Nor- 
man, director of the Moody Press, 
January 26, 1945. First, that let- 
ter shows that Dr. Chafer was 
then in good health, was planning 
an extended speaking tour, in- 
cluding California and Iowa, that 
he had read my review’ which 
Moody Institute sent him at my 
request, and had plenty of strength 
to take up the matter. He wrote 
Moody Institute a three-page type- 
written letter about, it. Thus 
over two years ago he had an- 
swered Moody’s request that he 
rewrite the book and told them 
that there were a dozen publish- 
ers ready to take the book if 
Moody Institute dropped it. In 
that letter Dr. Chafer gave Moody 
[Institute permission to let me 
read the letter. However, I did 
not see the letter until two years 
lfter. At last, after my second 
request, on January 17, 1947, Mr. 
Edward A. Cording, now head of 
Moody Press, sent me a carbon 
copy of Dr. Chafer’s letter dated 
January 26, 1945. 

In the letter which Dr. Chafer 
wrote Moody Press January 26, 
1945, Dr. Chafer, in the last para- 
graph, page 1 of the copy that I 


have, frankly states that his cen- 
sure includes Dr. R. A. Torrey and 
Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman, It was 
against the evangelism of these 
two men, Dr. Chafer says, the 
very leaders of evangelism in 


America, and of others who did 
the same kind of preaching, used 


the same kind of methods, that 
Dr. Chafer wrote in his book, 
TRUE EVANGELISM. When he 


spoke of “false forces in evangel- 


ism” and named them as 1. MEN 
(‘a class of men in the’ minis- 
try called evangelists’) and 2, 


METHODS (referring to the giv- 
ing of a public invitation to ac- 


cept and confess Christ, to the 
pleading with ‘individuals, etc.) 
and 3. MESSAGES (preaching 


against sin, pressing for immedi- 
ate decision, etc.) Dr. Chafer said 
he was referring to such men as 
Dr. Torrey and Dr. Chapman, re- 
ferring to such methods as those 
used, and such messages as those 
brought. Remember, these men 
are particularily named by ODr. 
Chafer himself, in his letter to 
Mr. Don Norman at Moody Insti- 
tute. Dr. Chafer says he did not 
challenge D. L. Moody’s work. 
Dr. Chafer was not willing for 
me to quote from his letter, but I 
am sure he will not deny these 
facts. And if the veracity of 
these statements is questioned, I 
reserve the right to print any part 
of Dr. Chafer’s letters necessary 
to prove the point. 


Let it be remembered that Dr. 
R. A. Torrey was the first super- 
intendent of Moody Bible Institute, 
called to that position by D. L. 
Moody. Dr. Torrey learned his 
evangelistic methods from Moody 
himself, as he frankly admitted. 
Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman was the 
vice president of Moody Bible In- 
stitute, on the invitation of D. L. 
Moody, wrote the life story of 
Moody. These two men, Torrey 
and Chapman, carried on the work 
of D. L. Moody more nearly than 
any other men who followed him. 
Then methods were unusually

There is as much old- 
time religion in keeping a nice 
home as there is in doing personal 
work, that is, if you are a Chris- 
tian. We must léarn again that 
life ig not divided into the secular 
and the sacred but that everything 
in life is sacred for a Christian. 
Every bush is a burning bush, and 
all ground is holy ground; every 
place for a Christian is a temple 
where he can worship God. Let 
me tell you girls something. There 
ig just as much old-time religion 
in helping your tired mother at 
home as there is in going to a 
B.Y.P.U. or Christian Endeavor, or 
the Epworth League. You can 
sing, “Oh, How I Love Jesus” 
until doomsday, but if you let your 
tired mother pick up your dirty 
clothes ang wait on you, I have no 
confidence in your religion. What 
we need in this country is to get 
some old-time, practical home 
Christianity. Boys, listen to me, 
if you are in love with a girl and 
she is a lazy loafer, if she lets her 
mother wait on her all the time 
and does not do anything to help 
her; if all she does is to “fix up” 
and try to look pretty—and you 
love her, you are just crazy about 
her: then if you one day get a note 
her telling you that from 
now on you will have to be just 
good friends, telling you that she 
thinks you are mighty nice but she 
just somehow cannot really love 
you; and then if a few days later 
you get an invitation to her wed- 
ding and she is going to marry 
that other fellow, don’t you go 
jump inariver! You sit down and 
write that poor fellow a letter of

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“Unevangelized” people means people who never heard the gospel, 
that is, heathen people. Dr. Chafer says that is the place for evan- 
gelists. Men who hold revival campaigns in churches or with groups 
of churches are not evangelists in the Bible sense, he thinks. He says 
they are wrong to promote revivals in churches. That is why he calls 
the entire class of men now xnown as evangelists, ‘a false force in 
evangelism.’ 

I have underlined certain statements that are important. Dr. 
Chafer says that, “the modern ‘revival’—the work of the ‘revivalist’ 
who comes under the title of an evangelist, but works as a religious 
promoter in the organized church—is unexpected in the Scriptures 

,’ that is, is not taught in the Bible. He particularly says that 
churches should not have revivals, “including the idea of attempting 
to regain some spiritual position once held, but now lost.” If you 
think that is not his meaning, then look at the next picture.

Instead of that mother’s having 
some backbone and reaching over 
and slapping the girl’s hands and 
saying, “Take your hand off the 
table,” it was “Don’t, don’t, don’t,” 
all through the meal. Listen to 
me! It is all right to let the chil- 
dren yomp and play. Don’t say 
“Don’t” so many times. But when 
you say, “Don’t,” mean it. You 
fathers, get down on your knees 
and let your children ride your 
backs. Don’t buck and throw them. 
Let them ride! And let them get 
on your foot and ride your foot. 
Let them laugh. The sweetest 
music the world has ever heard 
since the morning stars sang to- 


gether is the laughter of little 
children. Let them laugh and 
play! 

You mothers—l know some 


mothers who do not keep house at 
all and I know some mothers who 
keep such a nice house that nobody 
has any liberty in it. Suppose 
once in a while the old man does 
get a little dirt on the floor. Of 
course he ought not to do it—of 
course he ought not—but suppose 
he does! Listen to me, you 
women; you had better make your 
home happy. You had better make 
it attractive. I will give you 
women a little secret: if anybody 
on earth ever takes your husband 
away from You it will be a smil- 
ing woman, and there are plenty 
of them on the street corners to- 
day. No man ever took up with 
an old grouchy woman if he knew 
what he was doing. Make your 
home happy. That is the way it 
ought to be. Everybody ought to 
be happy. Oh, the memory of my 
childhood home and the fun we 
used to have! That is the way a 
home ought to be. Your daughter 
ought to be happy there. Your son 
ought to be happy there. The at- 
mosphere ought to. be such -that 
they would be happy there.

not be an old grouch. 

I remember a man I met on a 
train not long ago. I said, “It is 
a lovely day.” 

He said, “Yes, but...”

And he butted again. Every time 
I would say something he would 
but at me. I can imagine him at 
home. I can see him now with his 
face stuck in a paper. His wife 
has been at home all day. She 
is worn out from the work. She 
says something to him and he says, 
“Yea; I told you.” Then he speaks 
to the children, “Shut up there!” 
And he thinks he is a Christian. 

Listen, if you do not have 
enough religion to be decent at 
home, what you ought to do is to 
come down here to the front this 
afternoon, get down on your face 
before God and ask Him to have 
mercy on your soul. If Christian- 
ity does not work at home, it does 
not work anywhere, because home 
is supposed to make us think of 
Heaven.

Another thing, it was a re- 
treat in the time-of battle. When 
fighting on the streets started, 
people. went home for safety.

A man can 
stand most anything on earth if 
he has the right kind of home. I 
have known some men in my life 
who faced the foe and people did 
not know how they stood it. It 
was because they had such a nice 
home. A man who has a wife and 
children and a happy home, a place 
where he can go once in a while 
from the battles, can face almost 
any battle in life. We are living 
in the midst of battles. The whole 
world is a battlefield. There never 
has been a time when there was 
more struggle and more trouble 
and more resistance to overcome 
than now. Everything you do is 
hard to do. It is hard to catcha 
street car. It is hard to buy 
something to eat. It is hard to get 
in restaurants. It is hard to get 
reservations on trains. It is hard 
to get crowds to preach to. Every- 
thing you do is hard to do. And 
these men who are out on. the 
battlefields of life are going 
through a great deal of trouble.

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wakeful and 5 ee position for service on the part of every Chris- 
tian.” Dr. CHfafer here has confused the perfect standard for a Chris- 
tian with the actual facts about what Christians are, as revealed in 
the Word of God. The Bible does not tell of a single perfect Christian. 
The Bible does not tell of a single church which never needed to be 
revived. In the letters to the seven churches of Asia, in Revelation, 
chapters 2 and 3, it is quite clear that all of them needed revival. Paul's 
inspired letters to the churches at Corinth, in Galatia, at Philippi, and 
elsewhere, are conclusive proof that all the churches of the New Tes- 
tament repeatedly needed to be revived. The position that normal 
churches do not need a revival is almost childish, is certainly not borne 
out by the Scriptures. 


Dr. Chafer was pastor for years of the Scofield Memorial Church 
in Dallas, Texas, and I should like to have him say whether every 
member in that church maintained “a continual erect, wakeful and ag- 
gressive position for service .. .” | 


“A ‘revival’ is abnormal rather than normal,” says Dr, Chafer. A 
revival is not to become “a sanctioned method of work,’ says Dr. 
Chafer. 

The Psalmist prayed in Psalms 85:6, “Wilt thou not revive us 
again: that thy people may rejoice in thee?” That prayer was divinely 
inspired, divinely recorded for our pattern. And Dr. Chafer says that 
is abnormal, says the revival is not to be a sanctioned method of work. 


Habakkuk, the prophet, prayed, “‘O Lord, revive thy work in the 
midst of the years, in the midst of the years make known; in wrath 
remember ‘mercy” (Hab. 3:2). That prayer pleased God and it was 
divinely recorded in the Bible for our pattern. But Dr. Chafer says 
that “a ‘revival’ is abnormal rather than normal.” He says the revival 
“in no way should become a habit, much less a sanctioned method of 
work.” . 


We sing, 
Revive us again, 
Fill each heart with Thy love: 
May each soul be rekindled 
With fire from above. 
But Dr. Chafer says that is abnormal. 


D. L. Moody gave his life to the work of revival in and through 
the churches. He was not a pioneer missionary to the unevangelized, 
but gave himself to the promotion of revival. Dr. Chafer says that 
is abnormal and not to be sanctioned as a method of work. 

Paul wrote to Timothy the divinely inspired command, “Preach 
the word: be instant in season, out of season...” (II Tim. 4:2). “In 
season” is when there is a revival. “Out of season” is when the re- 
vival has not yet come, and preachers are to be faithful in the sowing 
times as well as in the reaping times, the times of revival, But Dr. 
Chafer says that is abnormal. 

God's plan in nature is a plan of revival. There is harvest time, 
then winter’s barrenness and dearth, then the coming of spring, seed- 
sowing, warm breezes, hot sun with seeds sprouting, with buds burst- 
ing, with grain growing and ripening, then the wheat harvest, the corn 
in the shock, the ingathering of the crop in nature’s annual revival, but 
Dr. Chafer says a revival is abormal. 

Nevertheless, that is the way God works. God's way is, “They 
that sow in tears shall reap in joy. He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubtless come again with rejoicing, bring- 
ing his sheaves with him” (Psa. 126:5, 6). Christians who know how 
God works realize that there must be times of sowing as well as times 
of reaping. There must be times'of weeping before times of rejoicing. 
The time of reaping, the time of rejoicing, the time of bringing in the 
‘sheaves spiritually, is revival. That is God’s way, but Dr. Chafer says 


_ it issabnormal, says it is not to be a sanctioned method of work! 


Before Jesus went away He commanded the disciples to tarry in 
Jerusalem until they should be endued with power from on high. Then 
Then one 
grand day the fullness of the Holy Spirit came upon them and they 
won three thousand souls in a day. That was a day of revival. - D. L. 
Moody says, “I believe that Pentecost was a specimen day.” But Dr. 
Chafer says revival is abnormal and is not to be a sanctioned method 
of work! 


An Invitation for Sinners Who Will Trust Christ to Stand or 
Come Forward in a Meeting Dr. Chafer Denounces as Wrong 

On page 9 Dr. Chafer says, “METHODS.—Likewise, an undue 
emphasis upon methods in modern evangelism is almost universal.” 
(Note again Dr. Chafer does not refer to some evangelists, nor bad 
evangelists, but practically all evangelists.) Remember that ‘“meth- 
ods” ‘is*the second ‘false force’ in evangelism so labeled by Dr. Chafer. 
Men, evangelists, are the first one. Methods, he says, are the second 
one. Below we give a photostatic reproduction of the top of page 10 in 
Dr. Chafer’s book. This is still in the first chapter on “false forces 
in evamgelism.” Note what Dr. Chafer says,

To ask people to take any public action when they have trusted 
Christ, such as standing or going forward to the inquiry room or to 
the altar to be dealt with further, is here berated by Dr. Chafer as one 
of the methods which is a false force in evangelism. . 

Now we know, of course, that standing does not save a soul! Going 
forward to take the preacher’s hand does not save one. No reputable 
evangelist believes that. However, it is still true that Jesus commands 
people to confess Him before men (Matt. 10:32). And confession with 
the mouth of the salvation received in the heart by faith, is plainly 
taught as proper in Romans 10:9, 10. 

D. L. Moody was really the father of the best evangelistic methods 
used today. It was D. L. Moody who started the inquiry room just as 
I use it today, just as Dr. R. A. Torrey used it and J, Wilbur Chapman 
used it. Moody was so insistent that people take some open stand 
that often at the close of his sermon, he insisted on everyone who 
would take Christ as Saviour to speak aloud and say, “I will!” At 
other times he insisted that those who would accept Christ would stand 
where they were. In Oxford and Cambridge Universities in England 
he urged that young men who would take Christ as Saviour immedi- 
ately stand and climb a long stair case, before the entire congrega- 
tion, going into an upper room where they would be dealt with further, 

The modernists do not want preachers to give an invitation for

iH. FOUR BATTLEMENTS 
TO BUILD AROUND 
THE HOME 

Now back to the text, “When 
thou buildest a new house, then 
thou shalt make a battlement for 
thy roof, that thou bring not blood 
upon thine house, if any man fall 
from thence.” Now here is your 
house. I am going to suggest 
four sides to put up; and if you 
will put them up, you will save 
your family. Get this straight: 
any man and woman who will sin- 
cerely put up these battlements in 
time, can save a family. 

Family Discipline 

I suggest that you put up on 
| one side, family discipline. This 
country needs some real mothers 
and real fathers with real cour- 
age and real. backbone and real 
manhood and womanhood to make 
their children mind, 

I want to stop here a minute. 
I run a college. I have students 
from every state in the union and 
from a number of foreign coun- 
tries. Whenever We have trouble 
with a normal child—sometimes 
we have an abnormal case, but 
whenever we have .trouble with 
a normal child we always find 
there is something wrong’ with 
the discipline at home. You 
get this straight...listen to me! 
If a child is normal and becomes 
a law breaker and tramples on 
the standards of human decency, 
you can put it down that his 
daddy and mother, one of them or 
both of them, did not have enough 
courage to enforce discipline. 
When you tell .your child to do 
something, make him do it. Do not 
tell him to do a thing unless he 
ought to do it. If he ought to 
do it, stay with him until he does 
it! Teach your children to mind! 
Thank God for my old country 
daddy whose word was law! 
He had an old muzzle-loading 
shotgun that had ae ramrod. 
He used it to punch the wad- 
ding down the barrel, but that 
was not the main purpose of 
it: My father reared twelve chil- 
dren with it. It was seasoned just 
right when I came along—-I was 
next to the baby. Not long ago 
I read where somebody said that 
all jazy children were sick, that all 
they needed was to take a tonic. 
And the writer suggested what 
they were totake. I said to some- 
body, “My old daddy knew what 
to do for laziness. He gave us 
kids ramrod tonic. When we did 
not feel like being active and took

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a dose of ramrod tonic, we were 
pepped up for a week. When we 
got too noisy and he told us to get 
quiet and we could not get quiet, 
he would give us a dose of ram- 
rod tonic and we would go to sleep 
and sleep like a baby. When my 
father told me to do something, 
I said, “Yes, Sir.” If he said, 
“It is going to rain today,” I said, 
“Yes, Sir.” If he said, “I think it 
is going to clear off,” I said, “Yes, 
Sir.” If he said, “You go to Sun- 
day School,” I said, “Yes, Sir.” 
A woman said to me, “I couldn't 
make my child go.” My old daddy 
would have made me go with a 


ramrod if ~ had not gone. If he 
said, “Sit down there and read 
that book!” I said, “Yes, Sir.” 
If he said, “Get down here and 


do your work,” I said, “Yes, Sir.’ 
You say that is cruel. When I 
get to Heaven I am going to put 
my arm around his neck and hug 
him and thank him for it. I have 
never been seriously tempted to 
violate the law of my land. Read 


what God thinks about obe- 
dience. “To obey is better than 
sacrifice.” If there had been 
no disobedience, Calvary would 


never have been a necessify. If 
there had never been disobedience, 
there would have been no need for 
God's Son to die. Obedience! 
Drill it into your children, beat it 
into them, pray it into them! 
Reverence for the Bible 
Put up on one side of the house 
the battlement, reverence for the 


Bible. I always have had a keen 
sense of humor, I do not play 
golf: have no recreation except 
fun. My keen sense of humor gets 


me through. I have fun in a meet- 
ing like this looking at some of you 
people. I get a kick out of your 
expressions and so on. I ike a 
good joke, but I never tell jokes 
about the Bible. You quit joking | 
about God’s Book! I have hardly 
a text in this Bible that I do not 
know a joke about. I have been 
reading God’s Word to a crowd 
in an assembly like this and as I 
read the text a joks that some- 
body had told me would come to 


mind. The Devil is no joke: do 
not joke about him. Do not joke 
about God’s Word. What this 


country needs is a revival of rev- 
erence. I read not long ago about 
where some man, teaching in some 
church university, supported by 
church money, said to the stu- 
dents, “Young gentlemen and la- 
dies, we read about the whale 
swallowing Jonah. I could fix 
that story so much better if I had 
written it. If I had written it I 
would have fixed it up in a more 
wonderful way. There should have 
been a smoking compartment in 
the belly of the whale. There 
Should have been a nice lounge 
and some bedroom = slippers.” 
Then he laughed. And a young 
theologue told me that as a joke. 
Shut up! Shut up!. Jesus said, 
“As Jonah was three days and 
three nights in the whale’s belly; 
so shall the Son of man be three 
days and three nights in the heart 
of the earth.” Jonah’s experience 
inside that sea monster tells me 
of a grave and that my Lord, after 
he went to Calvary, was buried in 
that grave. He was put in a 
tomb. It is not a joke for a 
man to get into a sea monster 
for disobeying God. The conse- 
quence of evil-doing is never a 
joke. Reverence for the Bible! It 
is God's Book. Oh, these dirty, 
rotten, modernistic conspirators! 
These folks who are so snooty, so 
high-brow; these folks who have 
gone beyond the Bible! 

I met an old schoolmate of 
mine years ago in New York City. 
He said to me, “Bob, I have 
changed my mind since the old 
college days. I no longer believe 
the Bible as I used to. Take 
Jesus Christ: I know more about 
Jesus Christ than Paul knew. I 
pay no attention to Paul. I have 
my own ideas.” Listen! Hell will 
not be hot enough for those fel- 
lows. .The hottest place in Hell 
is reserved for men like that. The 
Bible is God’s Book. Do _ you 
know what God said? He said 
He had magnified His Word above 
His own name. 

You remember your old home. 
I remember my old mother as she 
sat over in a corner by a table 


get down the old family Bible, 
and open it. Tears would come 
down her face. Then she would 
take off her glasses (we called 
them “specks’’), take her apron 
and wipe her eyes. She would 
sit there with the light of Heaven 
in her face. We would say, “That 
is God’s Book. Mother is in con- 
tact with God. - Mother is com- 
muning with God. Let’s not have 
any laughter around here. Let's 
not disturb her. She is talking 
to God and God is talking to her,”

now,

Blessed book, precious - book 
On thy dear old tear-stained 
leaves I love to look;

Well those days are past and 
gone, 
But their mem’'ry lingers 
still, 
And the dear old Book each 
day has been my guie.. 
I wish it had. I wish it had! No 
man ever had this Book for a 
guide and honestly and sincerely 
walked in the light of it and got 
in trouble. The Bible is God's 
Book. Put it up on one side of 
the home where the children can 
see it. Point to it and tell them 
it is God’s Book. Teach them to 
reverence and believe it. 


The Family Altar 


Put up on one side of the house 

and I will just touch on it in 
passing because I have mentioned 
it before—the family altar wall. 
Listen! You begin at once-—if 
you have not already done it 
to get all your family together 
at least once a day for family 
prayer. 


When I was a little boy my 
father came in from a revival 
meeting in the country and called 
us all around the fireside (and 
we had as many people around 
our fireside for family prayer as 
they have in the average mid-week 
prayer meeting in the churches 
of this city). My father said, 
“Children, I have been neglecting 
my duty. I am a Christian man. 
Your mother is a Christian woman. 
We ought to be having family 
prayer. We are going to set up 
a family altar. We are starting 
off now to have family prayer in 
the home.” I never shall forget 
when I opened my eyes and saw 
them all kneeling in a circle, when 
I saw my father’s hair, white 
even in those days, as he said, 
“OQ God, forgive me! I have not 
done my duty. And, God, bless 
the family. Bless all my children. 
Bless their mother and bless me. 
Help us to have a Christian home 
now. Help us, God.” As T knelt 
there something happened to me. 
And, men and women, I just could 
not climb over that family altar 
and go to Hell. 


A Consistent Christian Life 

Now, on the fourth side of the 
home let us put up a consistent 
Christian life wall. It is much 
easier to preach than it is to 
practice—I have tried both. It is 
so easy to preach; it is so hard 
to practice. The hardest job you 
ever had is to be a consistent 
Christian. In your church they 
have prayer meeting on Wednes- 
day night. You knew that, didn't 
you? Well, the children all know 
it; and they know that you do not 
go. They Know that when the 
church bells rings on prayer meet- 
ing night you either go to a 
movie or stay at home. Listen! 
You call yourself a Christian and 


sometimes you “fuss” at the 
mother of your children. You 
women sometimes “fuss” at the 


father of your children unneces- 
sarily. Sometimes around the 
house you are mean and say things 
you ought not to say. Some of 
our fundamentalist people in this 


crowd now. One preacher down 
South called me a fundamentalist. 
I am a fundamentalist. I believe 
the Bible from cover to cover, and 
I am talking about my crowd; 
but what some of our orthodox 
Christian people need is to have 
an orthodoxy of life that is un- 
answerable. You could not tell me 
that my mother did mot have 
something many women do not 
have. You cannot tell me that 
some parents I have met did-.not 
have something and their chil- 
dren knew they had something 
and the children never go, away 
from it. Consistent living! 


Years ago I was holding a meet- 
ing in a little town in Alabama. 
We had a great many people up 
at the front in one service, and 
there was a Greek among them. 
I asked his name and he told me. 
I said, “What church do you want 


to join?” 

“Church ?” 

“Yes, what church do you want 
to join?” 

“Church ?” 

“Yes, what church— Baptist, 
Methodist, Presbyterian, Congre- 
gational—what church?” 

He looked around, saw a certain 


man and said, ‘“‘What church does 
he belong to?” 

I said, “He is a Presbyterian.” 
He said, “His church suits me.” 
Listen, that Presbyterian man was 
the best man in town and every- 
body knew it. That Greek did 
not know one church from another 
but he knew there was something 
about that man that the average 
man did not have. He did not 
know whether he was a Calvinist 
or an Arminian or what—he did 
not know anything about his doc- 
trines. But he looked at him and 
saw something in him that he did 
not see in anybody else in town. 
He saw that he lived a beautiful, 


wonderful, unselfish life. That is 
what this country needs. The 
older I get the more I am con- 
vinced that if I do not live it, 


I had just as well quit talking 
about it. 

I am awfully human. I am an 
evangelist. The hardest job any 
man ever had is to be an evan- 


gelist and a gentleman at the 
same time. I am high-strung. I 
could blindfold myself and sense 
the feeling of this crowd. I can 
tell when a crowd is responsive. 
I can feel it in my heart. No 
musician was ever more sensitive 
to music, or an artist to art, than 
an evangelist is to a crowd. I 
am made that way. You do not 
know what my nerves have to en- 


dure. You do not have any idea 
the terrible strain I have lived 
under for years. But I have 


prayed, “O God, help me to grow 
old sweet.” I want to'live like I 
preach. When I finish my minis- 
try here next Sunday afternoon 
I would rather you would think I 
was a good man than to think 
that I was the greatest preacher 
in the world. What good is all 
this business if we do not live it? 
Listen! You cannot deliver the 
goods unless you have the goods 
to deliver. The trouble with many 
of us is that we are trying to be 
religious without religion; we are 
trying to be a Christian without 
Christ. We are trying to pump 
water out of a dry well, and it 
just does not work. Some of us 
just do not have it. Some of 
you know you are not living the 
right kind of a life. You are not 
living the right kind of a life in 
the home. I pray God that this 
revival will help us Christians to 
get where we ought to be. I hope 
it will make out of us consistent 
mothers and consistent fathers. 

A girl said to me not long ago, 
“Dr. Bob, I do not want to talk 
about my mother and father. I 
hope God will please forgive me. 
But you do not know what a hard 
time I have had. My mother and 
father fuss at each other. My 
graduating class in high school 
asked us to buy a ring. I had 
never had any jewelry. We never 
wore jewelry in our home. I 
wanted the high school ring so 
bad. I had worked hard and saved 
money myself to buy it. But my 
mother and father would not let 
me put it on my finger. They 
fussed about it-—-they fuss all the 
time. Maybe I should not have 
had the ring; maybe it was not 
right. But, oh, if Mother and 
Daddy had just been sweet! I 
have never had any peace in my 
home.” Up and down this country

Mrs. Jones had a 
sick headache and I was trying to 
keep our little boy, Bob, Jr., awake 


until train time. I said, “Stay 
awake, Bob: stay awake, The 
choo-choo is coming, Stay 


awake.” He would nod and I 
would say, “Wake up, Bob; wake 
up. We are going to get on the 
train, 
berth, and you can sleep with 
down in Alabama in the morning. 
Stay awake.” After a while I did 
something I. did not think any- 
thing about. I walked to the 
gate and spat through the iron 
bars out on the pavement, As I 
turned to go away, I saw my lit- 
tle boy put his face up to the 
bars and spit, too. I said, “What 
are. you doing, Bob?” 

“I'm a-spittin’, Daddy. Daddy, 
I saw you spit, and I _ spit.” 
(Laughter.) I did not laugh I 
reached up, took my hat and held 
it to my side, looked up through 
that shed roof beyond the twink- 
ling stars to the throne of God 
Almighty and said, “O God, is 
that what fatherhood means? Is 
it true that my boy is going to 
do what he sees me do? _O God, 
help me to do right. Help me to 
be a good example, If he is go- 
ing to do what I do, O Lord, don’t 
let me do wrong!”’

I 
said it when my boy was a baby, 
and I say it now: If my boy goes 
to Hell I am going to tell God 
that his mother or I, one of us, or 
both of us, is to blame. [ have 
Goad’s word for this: “Train up a 
child in the way he should go: and 
when he is old, he will not depart 
from it.”

It is hard to take care 
of your children now—very hard. 
There are a thousand hands beck- 
oning to them and a thousand 
voices saying, “Come on! Come 
on! Don’t pay any attention to 
your mother. Oh, forget that old 
stuff—come on and have some 
fun!” Some of our children may 
climb over the battlements and go 
out into the world because of the 
beckoning call of sin and pleas- 
ure. But, brother, if you wal 
them in in time, some day you 
will see them coming back. And 
they will have ladders on their 
backs. They will put those lad- 
ders up to the battlement and 
climb back over it to a mother’s 
God and a father’s God.

HOW HENRY GRADY WAS 
INFLUENCED BY HIS 
MOTHER 

I want to tell you a story, the 
most wonderful story in many 
ways that I have ever heard, I 
will not tell it like anybody else 
has told it; I will tell it as I imag- 
ine it happened. 

Years ago Henry Grady, the 
brilliant southern orator and jour- 
nalist, editor of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution, walked intohis office in 
Atlanta and said, “‘Boys, I will be 
out of town a day or two, Take 
care of everything.” 

They said, “What is the matter, 
Mr. Grady? You are not sick, are 
you ?”’ 

“No, no; I am not sick, boys.” 

“Well, Mr. Grady—we beg your 
pardon-——but is there anything es- 
pecially wrong?” 

“Oh, nothing specially.” 

“Mr. Grady —-we do not want to 
be—-we hope we are not presump- 
tuous, but you do not look right. 
We are a little concerned. Is there 
anything wrong?” 

“Oh, nothing specially, boys. I 
will tell you the truth. I have 
just lost my religion, that is all. 
I have done that before, boys. 
Whenever I lose my religion I 
always go back to my mother and 
stay there until I get peace again. 
As soon as I get right I will 
come back. You boys take care 
of everything.” 

It is a wonderful thing for a 
fellow to have a mother like that 
to meet him. Some years ago I 
was conducting a big tabernacle 
revival campaign in Kansas. One 
night before my sermon I request- 
ed Governor Henry Allen to say 
a few words. He said, “During 
World War I when I was overseas 
with the Red Cross I heard dying 
soldiers cry for their mothers. 
They never cried for father or

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priests—by the rulers of the day. 
When He rode through on that tri- 
umphant day just before the cross, 
He is exalted as King with loud 
Hosannas (Mark 11:9, 10). The 
Word says that He shall be “ezx- 
alted, extolled and very high.” 

Why doesn’t the Jew understand 
that He has come? The Book of 
Isaiah gives us a very vivid pic- 
ture of Christ. I was talking to 
a Jewish man who owned a store 
a short time ago. I said to him. 
“Do you know that Jesus is the 
Messiah?” He replied that he did 
not believe it to be so. I asked 
why he thought the Messiah had 
not yet come. I requested that he 
get his Bible and’read the fifty- 
third chapter of Isaiah. “Why 
don’t you take God's word?” I 
asked. “If you read and re-read 
the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah 
you will find that He is the one 
spoken of there—that Jesus is the 
Messiah.” 

Personally, I cannot understand 
why the Jews do not know that 
their Redeemer has come. Some 
say Jesus is a great teacher, a 
wise man, a _ great philosopher. 
They have even written about Him 
and called the New Testament a 
wonderful book. It is more than 
that. It is the precious Word of 
God—the fulfillment of Old Testa- 
ment prophecy. . 

In our homes we have hanging 
upon the walls pictures of a beau- 
tiful Christ. That is not my Lord. 
Why? “As many were astonied 
at thee; his visage was so marred 
more than any man, and his form 
more than the sons of men.” Why 
was He marred? He was bearing 
the sins of you and me. He knew 
our sorrows. He was carrying the 
weight of our transgressions. The 
grief on His face was because of 
our sin. He was not the handsome 
Christ we see in pictures. His vis- 
age was marred with the burden 
of our sin. 

“So shall he sprinkle many na- 
tions; the kings shall shut their 
mouths at him: for that which had 
not been toll them shall they see; 
and that which they had not heard 
shall they consider.” “Kings shall 
shut their mouths at him.” Many 
shall listen to what He has to say 
for He is all wise, ali sufficient, 
and the Son of Almighty God. He 
shall have them consider and list- 
en to His words. 


Let us go now to the first verse 
of the fifty-third chapter. “Who 
hath believed our report? and 
to whom is the arm of the Lord re- 
vealed ?”. To whom is the Saviour 
revealed? Just to the Jew? Just 
to the Gentile? No. God says, 
“Whosoever will’ may come. To 
those who accept Him as their Sa- 
viour the Lord is revealing Him- 
self. 

‘For he shall grow up before 
him as a tender plant, and as a 
root out of a dry ground: he hath 
no form nor comeliness; and when 
we shall see him, there is no beau- 
ty thet we should desire him.’ 
Jesus, this Saviour, this Messiah, 
shall come as recorded here—a 
root out of a,dry ground. The

only Son of God came from Glory 


above, conceived of the Virgin 
Mary by the Holy Spirit. She 
brought forth the Saviour. He was 
born of her—a babe in the manger, 
as much God in the manger as on 
Calvary’s cross. He came as re- 
corded, a root out of a dry ground. 
Joseph knew that He came as 4 
root out of a dry ground. There 
was no beauty in the Lord Jesus 
Christ that we should desire Him. 
I see painted in God’s Word, not a 
handsome. Christ, but One with 
sorrow written on His face, Oné 
who carries the deep lines of what 
He has to bear—His ministry while 
here. .He knew when He started 
His ministry that He would have 
to go to the cross. 

“He is despised and rejected of 
men; @ man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief: and we hid as 
it were our faces from him; he was 
despised, and we esteemed him 
not.” Oh foolish people! Man re- 
jected Him, turned his face from 
Him, esteemed Him not. You may 
say this is not true; people were 
drawn unto Him. They even crowd- 
ed around Him so closely that one 
woman who could not get near to 
Him reached out and touched the 
hem of His garment and was made 
whole. But the multitude was not 
drawn unto Him because of His 


in the miracles which He was per- 
forming. He was despised and re- 
jected of men. Read Matthew 27 
of Christ in Pilate’s judgment hall. 


jected. Man spat upon Him, cursed 
Him, scourged Him. Truly He 
was a man of sorrow, acquainted 
with grief. 

“Surely he hath borne our griefs, 
and carried our sorrows: yet we 
did esteem him stricken, smitten 
of God, and afflicted.” In the Gos- 
pel of Matthew we see the fulfill- 
ment of this verse (Matt. 8:14-17). 
Here Christ healed Peter's wife’s 
mother and many others. “That 
it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Esaias the prophet, say- 
ing, Himself took our infirmities, 
and bare our sickness.” ‘This pro- 
phecy has been fulfilled by Christ 
during His life here on earth. He 
was “smitten of God.’ The cross 
was the plan and purpose of God 
for Christ. 

His Death 

“But he was wounded for our 
transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon Him; and with 
his stripes we are healed.’ This 
is really the mission of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. This is His outstand- 
ing work upon earth. He went 
along the Galilean shores - and 
healed the sick in body, the lame. 
He called back to life the dead. 
He fed the five thousand. All 
this is wonderful but not His mis- 
sion upon earth. His mission was, 
as told here, “Wounded for our 
transgressions, bruised for our in- 
iquities.” Wounded! Wounded! 
Wounded! Christ was wounded 


us He died. God says that when 


came and took our sin upon Him- 
self. We have all transgressed 
against God. “For all have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). And Jesus 
Christ was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, bruised for our iniqui- 
ties. Jesus was without sin, the 
spotless Lamb of God who knew 
no sin. Yet He left the glories of 
Heaven and took the form of man. 
He had palaces in Heaven but He 
took the manger on earth. He who 
had not transgressed against God 
came and bore our sin Himself. 
“He was burised for our tniquities: 
the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed.” With His stripes we 
are healed. 

A teacher once called her pupils 
together requesting them to make 
a set of rules governing the con- 
duct of the school. The pupils also 
made.a punishment—ten lashes 
with a hickory whip—for the 
transgressor of this law. One of 
the rules which the children made 
was, “There shall be no stealing 
in or around the-school.” The pu- 
pils knew the rules—-their law. 
They understood it. They were 
governed by it. And for some 
time all kept the law. Then one 
day one of the older boys startled 
the children with the announce- 
ment that his lunch had been stol- 
en. Big John’s lunch had been 
taken and someone was guilty. 
The trial began. Then finally one 
poor, thinly-clad little boy con- 
fessed that he had taken the lunch. 
“T took it teacher, but I was hun- 
ery. I have had nothing to eat 
for two days.” He wept. The law 
was broken; the punishment must 
be inflicted. Silence prevailed. 
And as the teacher raised the whip 
to punish the little boy, Big John, 
the boy whose lunch was taken, 
stepped in front of the little boy 
and said, “Let me take his pun- 
ishment.” Someone had to bear 
the stripes. 

Someone had to bear the stripes 
for us. The law said there must 
be a punishment. Jesus Christ 
looked from Glory above and’ saw 
us in sin. He saw that down 
through time man had sprinkled 
the blood on the doorpost. He saw 
the Lamb on the altar, man’s sac- 
rifice. But the bulls and goats 
only lasted for a years’ time. He 
saw that man was still in sin. They 
had no redeemer. They needed a 
redeemer. So He said, “I will take 
their punishment. I will take 
their stripes.” And God sent His 
Son to die on Calvary’s cross, and 
“by his stripes we are healed.”

astray; we have turned every one, 


laid on him the iniquity of us ail.’ 
How we have all gone astray! We 
have turned everyone to his own 
way. But the Lord hath borne our 
sin. 

“He was oppressed, and he was 
afflicted, yet he opened not his 
mouth: he is brought as a lamb 
to the slaughter, and as a sheep 
before his shearers is dumb, so he 
openeth not his mouth.” He was 
oppressed. When He stood before 
Pilate He was oppressed, yet He 
opened not His mouth. They ridi- 
culed Him, accused Him falsely. 
Pilate marvelled at Him. His de- 
cision was, “I find no fault in 
Him.” Christ opened not his mouth 
but came before him as a lamb to 
the slaughter. We were down 
South and watched them as they 
brought a sheep to be sheared. 
That sheep opened not its mouth 
but was dumb before her shearers. 
She offered no resistance. Jesus 
Christ—-absolutely pure, without 
sin, without one spot or blemish 
yet He opened not His mouth. 

As He was taken from Pilate’s 
judgment hall they scourged Him. 
They scoffed at Him as He, was 
outstretched there on Calvary. 
They jeered and laughed at the 
Lord Jesus. “He was taken from 
prison and from judgment: and 
who shall declare his generation? 
for he was cut off out of the land 
of the living: for the transgression 
of my people was he stricken.” 
They cried, ‘You are cut off out of 
the land of the living. Who shall 
declare your generation? You 
have no seed to follow you. Surely 
you have blasphemed against God.’ 
They laughed while He hung there 
for our sin. 


“And he made his grave with 
the wicked, and with the rich in 
his death; because he had done no 
violence, neither was any deceit 
in his mouth.” He was crucified 
with the wicked—two thieves. He 


made his grave with the rich. Jo4 


in his own tomb, wound it in linen 
clothes with spices and placed 
it in a rnew speulchre, He 
was placed with the rich in His 
burial. 


“Yet it pleased the Lord to 
bruise him; he hath put him to 
grief: when thou shalt make his 


soul an offering for sin, he shall 
he shall prolong his 
days, and the pleasure of the Lord 
shall prosper in his hand.” Some 
say the Jews crucified Christ. 
Some say it was the Gentiles. But 
it pleased God Almighty to bruise 
His Son. He was cut off from the 
land of the living without seed, 
without generation, but God says 
in John 1:12, “But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God.” The 
seed of Christ is still here. Thou- 
sands upon thousands have-accept- 
ed Christ and become His sons. 
He redeemed those before the 
cross. He redeemed those after 
the cross. His seed is scattered to 
the four corners of the earth. Je- 
sus paid the penalty on Calvary 
and made “whosoever will’ sons of 
God. 

The sin of Adam and Eve was 
placed upon Him there. He took 
the sin of the world from that 
time on upon Him at Calvary. 
Jesus placed our sin upon Him and 
it took six hours for Him to bear 
our sin. He saw you two thousand 
years from His cross and took 
upon Himself your sin. He saw 
me and took upon Himself my sin. 
And it took six hours to redeem 
man from sin. He did not weaken 
as we often think. He was strong 
to the last moment. “He cried 
with a loud voice.”’ The Lord Jesus 
Christ was not a mere human be- 
ing dying but He was God dying 
for man. It took six hours to com- 
plete the work on Calvary. Down 
to the last five minutes of that 
time He still saw that there was 
more sin to take upon Himself and 
He reached out and took it. He 
was just as strong at that moment 
as when they nailed Him to the 
cross. He did not die as man 
thinks of Him dying. He laid 
down His life. He cried out, “It 
is finished.” He dismissed His 
Spirit. When they came and looked 
at Him they did not need to break 
His legs for He was dead. 

“He shall see of the travail of 
his soul, and shall be satisfied:

shall bear their iniquities.” God 
saw Christ take upon Himself our 
sins He saw the travail of His 
soul and He was satisfied.

Many Saved in Marion, Ohio 
Seventeen or twenty churches 
are officially cooperating in a 
union campaign in the Star Audi- 
tortum, Marion, Ohio. Dr. Harry 
D. Clarke is leading the singing. 

This is written Monday, March 
3. We close Wednesday night, so 
we have three more evening serv- 
ices. Through last night there 
have been 169 public professions 
in the auditorium, recorded in the 
inquiry room after very careful 
dealing. All but twenty-five or 
thirty of these were first-time de- 
cisions, that is, outright conver- 
sions, and the rest were back- 
sliders reclaimed. 

Actually there have been many 
more conversions than these. I 
have just returned from the 
Central Junior High School where 
I spoke to some 700 students. 
Fully one hundred claimed to trust 
Christ as Saviour in a full length 
service. Yesterday morning Sal- 
vation Army workers took Mrs. 
Rice and me more than thirty 
miles to Masysville, to the Ohio 
Women's Reformatory. In a tre- 
mendously moving service, some 
forty-five or forty-six women, of 
the hundreds in the service, ac- 
cepted Christ as Saviour and con- 
fessed Him openly. There were 
many tears and the breath of 
Heaven on the service. I estimate 
that we have had fully 300 genuine 
conversions in the campaign, and 
pastors tell of a genuine revival in 
their churches. 

Last night there were twenty- 
five people who came to claim 
Christ openly during the service. 
Another woman claimed to trust 
Christ after the benediction.
